In Stoicism, nature is the guiding principle; and a Stoic prin- 
ciple is to join “life in accordance with nature." In nature 
there are no distinctions among men: noble or commoner, 

Zeno, the founder of the Stoic philosophy, gave this vision to 
the world: 


-"in which all should be members of one 
another, citizens of one state without dis- 
tinction of race or institutions, subjects 
Only to and in harmony with a common law im- 
manent in the universe, and united in one so- 
cial life not by compulsion, but only by their 
own willing consent, or by Love," ” 


Man's goal is the achievement of perfect reason, but nothing 
less than perfection will do. Place and possessions are external 
to man and do not affect his true self. é 

The question has often been raised, "Why, if God is allpowerful 
and all-good,!do the righteous suffer?" Says Seneca, a Stoic phil- 
osopher, "It is not possible that evel can befall a good man. Opp- 
osites cannot combine." In other words, evils are not punishment, 
but merely set out to correct an individual. They are like ex- 
ercise to the athlete or medicine to the sick. Continues Seneca, 
"No one is more unhappy, in my judgment, than a man who has never 
met with adversity. 

The Stoic achieves his freedom not by rejecting the divine, but 
by identifying himself with it. This is the source of his patience 
under suffering, Under a good providence, all that happens must 
be good for the whole; since the sufferer's body is part of the 
whole, the pain that afflicts must be good for hin. And if he is 
to cultivate reason, he must not allow emotions, not only fear and 
envy and vengefullness, but even love and grief for loved ones, to 
impede upon his soul. A man must keep his soul free

I have heard that there is a disease in town, A disease that 


not only causes physical anguish, but mental anguish as well, This 
disease is being spread by people who may be close to you,who may 
even refer themselves as your friend, It cannot ba stopped by 
locating the virus and eliminating it,but by recognizing the 
source and ignoring it. It's identifiable symptoms are: works, 


powder,or pills, 


Anyone approaching you and claiming to be a friend and then 
with the same breath offer you junk,ups or downs,is not your 
friend,but an enemy to be avoided like a plauge, These are drugs 
of death and cynicism, They destroy both the mind and the body, 
leaving a vegetable to replace that which was once human, 


There is not much else that I can say on that subject,for 
the use and non use of these chemicals of destruction is up to 
the individual, All my words cannot make a person react in one 
way or another, What I can offer is my own advice based on 


experience, 


While many of you may think that it is hypocritical of me to 
put these drugs down because I have used them,I have never been 
addicted myself, However I realize that this was only because of 
the simplest of luck and my own realization of the road I was 
taking, Many ‘of my friends were not as lucky and eventually 
became addicts, Over and over,I heard the same lines; "I'll never 
get addicted because I know when to stop," I can just picture 
some of you using the same line, I can also hear the line other 
friends gave me when I asked them if they had stopped yets 
"No man,be cool, I'm only doing five bags a day," I've seen many 
good friends slip into a state that most don't realize is coming 
until 1t is too late, I have also lost a few friends to death's 
not so painless kiss,from an overdose or a hotshot, 


It is not my intention to use scare tactics on you,for they 
are childish and never work anyway, Nor is it within my position 
in life to tell anyone what to do, What I am doing is begging 
you to think about what I have said, Everything is up to you,if 
you want to become a vegetable and take a road that offers 
nothing but sickness,sorrow and eventual death,then go ahead, 

But if many of you mean what you say when you speak about work- 
ing for change and hoping to end social evils in the world,then 
as I said before,you will put these drugs down, You will avoid 
the "friend" who offers them to you, You will realize that a set 
of works and a bag of junk won't change things,people and hard 
work do, People-think what you are doing not only to yourself but 
to the community as a whole, .

Heroin is a strong down,it's true, bus 
it doesen't just put you to sleep, [t 
attacks the resperatory system by rela» 
ing the diaphragm to the point that if 
you don’t actually remember to breathe 
you won'tsyou'll pass out and eventualh 
die, So it follows that if you think 
you've 0.D.'d the most important thing 
to do is to stay awake, 

Speed sometimes works, but once again 
the problem is not staying awake as 
much as getting your resperatory system 
going again,and usually this just en- 
tails staying awake until enough of the 
drug has passed through your system and 
it begins functioning ina semi-normal, 
autonomic manner once again, 

Slapping a person in the face reapeat 
edly,walking them around or throwing 
them in a cold shower are usually 
effective, Generally within a half-hour 
or forty-five minutes the person will 
be able to maintain consciousness unas- 
sisted, 

It should be mentioned here that the 
emptier a person's system is,the quick- 
er the drug will pass through it,so if 
they feel like vomiting and there is a 
good chance that they will,by all means 
encourage it, 

If you take a whole lot too much 
heroin there's not much that will pre- 
vent you from passing out,and it's 
wierd, there's no warning or anything, 
it's as 1f someone shuts off a switch 
in your head:one minute you're awake, 
the next you're not, You're Dying! 

There is a drug,Naline Hydrochloride, 
which specifically acts to counter act 
heroin poisoning, but it's extremely 
hard to get amd I've never seen it on 
the illegal drug market, What you can 
do which has consistently worked in my 
experience,is to put 14 teaspoons of

A BOOK REVIEW: 
RUNAWAYS by Lilian Ambrosino 


A new book has come to our attention from Beacon 
Press in Boston that we feel may be a useful inform 
ational book for: some people, Runaways by Lilian 
Ambrosino deals specifically with runaway youths 
(mostly. 15-21), It deals with the problems that force 
them to leave in the first place and the problens they 
encounter when they leave and are away from home, It 
1s a good book to read if you are planning to leave or 
if you are a parent concerned about the way you treat
